To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Emley  Urban  District 

Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I have  the  pleasure  of  submitting  my  Annual  Reports 
for  1937  on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  your  district. 

The  district  is  mainly  agriculture  and  coal  mining,  the 
latter  especially  absorbing  most  of  the  male  workers. 

The  majority  of  the  female  workers  is  employed  at 
factories  in  surrounding  districts. 

The  area  of  the  district  is  3,323  acres  and  it  lies  mainly 
on  a high  ridge  sloping  approximately  north  and  south. 

I have  estimated  the  population  for  1937,  basing  it  on 
last  year’s  figures  as  this  year’s  figures  are  not  to  hand,  as 
1,523. 

The  general  health  of  the  district  has  been  excellent  and 
apart  from  an  epidemic  of  influenza  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year  there  has  been  no  serious  illness.  Unfortunately  there 
were  two  new  cases  of  tuberculosis. 

Rateable  Value. — The  rateable  value  was  £4,480  and  the 
Id.  rate  was  estimated  to  produce  £17  13s.  4d.

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Deaths  and  Death  Rate. — The  number  of  deaths  during 
the  year  was  19 — 6 male  and  13  female.  There  was  also  one 
female  inward' transfer.  This  gives  a death  rate  of  13.1  per 
1,000.  Of  these  deaths  one  was  over  85,  two  over  80,  seven 
over  75  and  two  over  70.  One  death  was  due  to  accident 
and  one  due  to  suicide. 

Infantile  Death  Rate. — There  was  one  death  of  an  infant 
giving  a figure  of  76.9  per  1,000  births. 

Zymotic  Death  Rate. — Nil. 

Tuberculosis  Death  Rate. — Nil. 

Maternal  Mortality. — Nil. 

Infectious  Diseases. — There  were  seven  cases  of 
infectious  diseases  notified;  two  scarlet  fever,  two 
pneumonia,  one  erysipelas  and  two  tuberculosis.  Of  these 
one  was  respiratory  and  one  non -respiratory.  The  non- 
respiratory  case  was  later  found  to  be  a mistaken  diagnosis. 

Hospitals. — There  is  no  hospital  in  the  area,  but 
infectious  cases  requiring  isolation  are  removed  to  the 
Kirkburton  Joint  Isolation  Hospital  by  the  ambulance  belong- 
ing to  that  institution,  the  Council  arranging  for  disinfection 
of  the  houses. 

Ambulance.- — There  is  no  public  ambulance  in  the  district. 

Mortuary. — There  is  no  mortuary,  but  the  use  of  one  in 
a neighbouring  district  is  arranged  for  when  required. 

Nursing.— There  is  an  excellent  Nursing  Association  in 
the  district,  a fully  qualified  maternity  nurse-midwife  being 
available.  The  duties  are  extremely  adequately  carried  out. 

School. — This  is  a modern  building  under  the  control  of 
the  County  Council  and  is  light  and  airy  and  has  excellent 
playground  accommodation  and  good  sanitary  arrangements. 

Scavenging. — This  is  mainly  carried  out  by  the  Council 
at  an  annual  cost  of  £180.  A very  small  proportion  is  dealt 
with  by  the  farmers  direct.  There  are  still  25  privies  with 
open  middens. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.— Filter  beds  are  provided  at 
Outlane  and  Broomhall.  An  extended  scheme  in  conjunction 
with  the  neighbouring  Council  was  contemplated  but  has 
fallen  through  on  account  of  cost.  Much  of  the  district  is 
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still  without  sewers  but  no  improvement  is  possible  until 
the  capacity  of  the  present  beds  is  increased  or  new  beds  are 
made  and  new  sewers  laid. 

Water  Supply  . — This  is  supplied  by  the  Huddersfield 
Corporation  and  practically  the  whole  district  is  supplied. 
Chemical  removal  of  incrustation  was  carried  out  which 
caused  temporary  inconvenience. 

Slaughter  Houses. — There  are  4 in  the  area  and  all  are 
well  kept  and  satisfactory. 

Milk  Supply  and  Milk  and  Dairies  Order.^ — The  district 

is  self-supporting  in  this  respect,  there  being  46  cow  keepers 
and  379  cows.  The  general  conditions  of  the  sheds  and 
beasts  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Housing. — Two  new  houses  were  erected,  both  by  private 
enterprise.  There  is  a slight  shortage  of  houses  but  only  a 
little  overcrowding  and  this  should  be  rectified  by  the 
Council’s  proposed  scheme  of  new  houses  in  Tipping  Lane. 
There  are  still  a few  defective  houses  to  be  seen  to.
